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encoding a polypeptide having L-sorbosone dehydrogenase 
activity relating to SEQ ID NO 1. Partial sequences thereof. 
Polypeptide encoded by such a polynucleotide relating to SEQ 
ID NO 2. Partial sequences thereof. Expression vector and 
recombinant organism comprising such polynucleotide. Process 
for the production of L-ascorbic acid from a substrate 
selected from D-sorbitol, L-sorbose and L-sorbosone using 
such a recombinant organism, a non- recombinant microorganism 
or such a polypeptide. Process for the production of 
L-sorbosone dehydrogenase. Process for the production of 
vitamin C comprising converting a substrate into vitamin C 
in a medium comprising resting cells of a microorganism, 
limited to the microorganisms as described above 
(microorganism comprising a polypeptide relating to SEQ ID 
NO 2) .
